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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 67 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 67 is dependent from claim 
46, which is currently withdrawn as being a non-elected claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US patent 5,55 1,5 10 to Mills. 
Mills discloses a drive head assembly in Fig. 5 that comprises the following: 

• A rotatable sleeve 50 is adapted to concentrically receive a portion of rod 36 
therethrough. 

• A prime mover 40 is drivingly connected to the sleeve 50 for rotation thereof so that 
rotation of the sleeve causes rotation of the rod (see col. 4, lines 43-44). 

• And means 54 drivingly connects the sleeve 50 to the rod 36 (see col. 6, lines 1 1-15). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 34-45 and 66 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 



6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view of the 
new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 18-20, filed 15 May 2003, with respect to claims 34, 41, and 43 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these claims has been withdrawn.
